From a well-con 
structed lamp, upon the new principle, he anticipates even better results than he 
has already obtained. 

According to one improvement, he forms at the lower, or other convenient part, 
of the lamp, an air-chamber within which there may be a fan or agitator, worke« 
hy clockwork or other means; or the air may be forced in, or compressed in, the 
chamber by bellows, either continuously or not. When the fan is used the air 
may be admitted without compressing. For carrying off and condensing the 
products of combustion he fits at the top of the lamp a bent or coiled tube, which 
can be unscrewed to clear it of the waters of condensation; or for this purpose a 
slide, acock, or similar arrangement, may be used for getting at the interior of the 
; but he prefers to employ a blower. When these lamps are used in mines or 
other confined places they are conveniently placed on suitable supports, and a 
number are combined together, instead of their being made separate and portable 
It is proposed that the compression of the air shall be performed at the mouth of 
the pit or mine, and that the condensation pipes shall be carried to the top of the pit, 
<0 as to avoid the retention of the hot gases and vapours within the mine. The 
invention embraces also such modifications as are necessary to adapt it to furnaces 
and stoves, and altogether gives evidence of a large amount of thinking and much 
novelty of idea. Mr. Landau anticipates that the new lamp will be of considerable 
idvantage for the illumination of mines generally, and that for the exploration of 
f levels and headings after explosions, and thus facilitating the rescue of the 
colliers, it will prove invaluable. 
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SUBSTITUTES FOR CoAL.—The late high price of coal is likely to 
have some very important results. Thegreat success of the light on the clock tower 
ut Westminster shows that we are as yet in the infancy of the art of lighting our 
towns, and that the day is not far distant when the present gas-lamps will be as 
much things of the past as the oil-lamps, which they superseded nearly 60 years 
ago.

GEOLOGY—LECTURE VI. 

«« A Course of Lectures on “ Lakes, their Origin, and Geographical and Geolo- 
gical Distribution” is being delivered on Monday evenings at the Geological 
Museum by Prof. Ramsay, F.R.8., Director General of the Geological Survey 
of the United Kingdom. 


Prof, Ramsay delivered the sixth and concluding lecture of thi 
course on Monday evening, Feb. 10, taking for his subject the “ Fresh 
Water Lakes of the Miocene Epoch.” Before referring to that im- 
mediate subject he said—In this and other similar courses of lecturea 
I have always more or less attempted to give something more than 
a mere skeleton of the world—by the skeleton I mean the different strata of rocks, 
and too often persons teaching on geological subjects have given a mere account of 
the strata, and what they contain, without attempting always to give anything like 
life to the picture. For my part I always think that geological teaching with re 
gard to all the formations and the various fossils that are found in them, ought to 
resolve itself into an attempt to realise the physical geography of the world at the 
different periods—what was land,and what was sea; what kind of land it was; as 
much as possible what kind of seait was; how it happened that the different kinds 
of animals came to live in that sea, or in those seas; and what is the reason why 
the life of the globe from the earliest known geological periods up to the present 
day has always been changing. I have had a little to do with this part of the story 
in this course of lectures, in the last three lectures in which I attempted to describe 
to you the Old Red Sandstone, Carboniferous and Permian strata, and the New 
Red Sandstone and Marl, and I endeavoured toshow you that during all that period, 
over this part of the world in which we live, over a great part of Northern Europe, 
and I might add Northern Asia and North America, large contine1ts prevailed, 
in which there were throughout the greater part of the time very great !akes, at 
the bottom of which some of those old strata were deposited. 

The lecturer then briefly recapitulated the chief points of his former lectures, and 
said that dll the considerations tended to show that from the close of the Silurian, 
or beginning of the Old Red Sandstone epoch, down to the close of the New Red 
Marl, along period of inland conditions prevailed. Then it happened that that 
old continent went down beneath the sea, and for a long time, all through the 
Rhetic beds and the Lias, and all through the Oolitic strata, in the main very little 
but marine shells are found, and the conclusion that geologists have drawn from 
an attentive consideration of these strata is that asubmergence having taken place, 
what is now Europe constituted a group of islands of a somewhat tropical character. 
Then a great elevation of these oolitic strata took place, and certain formations, 
known as the Purbeck beds (so called from being well developed in the Isle of Pur- 
beck), and the Hastings sand and Weald clay (well seen in the Weald of Kent and 
Sussex), full of fresh-water shells were deposited, with here and there minor 
interminglings of marine strata, all tend te show that these strata were deposited 
at the mouth of a very great river, so large that it can only be compared to the 
Ganges or Mississippi, for these kind of strata cross over to France. This is evi- 
dence of another old continental epoch, but in course of time this old continent 
went down beneath the sea again, and over what is now Europe, and part of Asia 
and North America, were deposited what are now the cretaceous beds, of which 
the chalk is the most important in our country. From the nature of the fossils 
found in it, it is evident that the whole was not deposited near land, but in a wide 
open sea ; in the Atlantic at the present day a similar deposit is being formed, and 
microscopic examination of both that and the old chalk shows that they are con- 
stituted almost entirely of the shells of minute animals, called Foraminitere, some 
of the species being identical in the two deposits, but these chalk forms are mixed 
with a great number of shells of various kinds, none of which live at the present 
day, therefore when at any future period the bed of the modern Atlantic is up- 
heaved into land there will be no difficulty in distinguishing the two formations 
from each other. I believe that so deep was the submersion of that old continent: 
that nothing probably but the tops of the mountains of Wales or the Highlands of 
Scotland remained above the waters, and I am not even certain whether they may 
not have been submerged altogether. This state of affairs was in time brought to 
an end by re-elevation of the ancient sea bottom, and rivers again began to run. 

Of the eocene strata then deposited, the lower beds contain a number of fresh 
water shells; the middle beds contain marine shells mixed with such a number of 
land plants that it is evident a large continent was not far off, and in the Woolwich 
and Reading beds we have evidence of a large river, probably as big as the river of 
the Wealden, running over the old continent, and I can show that that continent, 
although it has undergone many changes in physical geography, has never entirely 
lost itsidentity. Aftera long period a great disturbance took place; Ido not mean 
a sudden disturbance; I do not believe in sudden disturbances revolutionising the 
world at once, and two of the great mountain chains of the European continent 
were upheaved—the Alps and the Pyrenees, and I might show that the Himalayas 
themselves were chiefly raised at the same period. In the Alps, 14,000 or 15,000 ft. 
above the sea level, eocene strata are seen to be violently disturbed. There was a 
considerable interval of time between the close of the eocene and the beginning of 
the miocene strata, there being no passage beds between the two groups as far as 
the Alps are concerned. The miocene beds of the Alps consist of masses of the eocene 
beds—pebbles, large stones, and gravel, the result of the waste of the Alps by the 
rain and rivers and glaciers of that age. For that there were glaciers of that age 
has been shown by an eminent Italian geologist frem the conglomerate, &c., round 
about Turin, and after having gone over the ground I quite agree with him, On 
the north side of the Alps, and through the centre of Switzerland, as faras the 
Jura, the whole country is filled with these miocene deposits, and they consist of 
three divisions—the upper, formed entirely of fresh water strata; the middle one 
of marine beds, with a few species of sea shells ; and the lower division again formed 
of fresh water beds. In these lower beds there are large numbers of land plants: 
in the upper division there are fresh water shells, land plants, and now and then 
mammaliin remains. The plant remains are well preserved, and consist of stems, 
leaves, and fruits of various kinds; they are of different species from certain }lants 
found in some of the eocene beds, and were deposited ina great fresh water lake, 
or rather in two sets of lakes that lay at the base of the Alps in a large area north 
of the Oberland. Among the plants are oaks, plants, palms, cinnamon trees, wal- 
nut, water lillies, and a great number of other genera with which you are quite 
familiar. Some botanists would say that the species are not perfectly distinct trom 
living species, but merely varieties. There is no mistaking this, that the flora of 
the miocene period, as shown by the plants embedded in the Swiss lakes, bears a 
very strong resemblance to that now found in the southern half of Northern Ame 
rica. After this state of affairs had gone on fora long time, a Submergence took 
place, and the marine strata were deposited ; then the land rose again, and a new 
lake epoch commenced, and in the strata formed above the marine beds a great 
number of plants were deposited, some of them of the same species us in the lower 
formation, and all having a kind of analogy. 

I do not know how to account for the origin of these lakes quite clearly, but I 
have strong suspicions about them, and I think the meaning is something like this 
—we know there were glaciers in those times, and these glaciers, descending from 
the Alps into the valleys of the period, would scoop out hollows possibly compar- 
ible to the great American lakes of the present day ; and when the glaciers retired 
from changes of climate these became lakes, and were surrounded by that rich 
vegetation so well described by Prof. Heer, and the leaves being shed in the winter 
from the trees were washed into the lakes, and have become fossilised. Then, 
owing to submersion, the sea flowed in, and we have the middle miocene strata 
with marine shells, but that did not fill up all the depths of the lake, and on re- 
elevation a new fresh-water epoch began. The lecturer then, by means of a dia- 
gram, showed how this alternation of marine and fresh water might easily occur, 
supposing the conditions were somewhat similar to those of the fjords of Norway, 
or the lochs of Scotland, as well as of the coast of Labrador, all of which he con- 
ceived were due tothe grinding action of the formed covering of glacier ice. Sound- 
ings proved these openings to be shallow at the mouth, but very much deeper in- 
wards, and slight changes of level might thus convert them into lakes, or again into 
arms of the sea. Such he conceived to have been the history of the miocene lakes. 

In other parts of Europe also there is evidence of lakes belonging to this period ; 
in Auvergne, in France, is evidence of very large fresh water lakes. They lay in 
the centre of basins formed chiefly of granitic and gneissic hills. In these lakes 
you have red marls, with remains of fresh water creatures—cypris, caddis worms, 
and land animals close allied to the Anopiotherium and Palzothcrium, which are 
found in eocene fresh water strata. By-and-bye this state of things was brought 
to an end by powerful volcanic erupticns taking place on and about the margins 
of the lakes. The lakes were entirely filled up and obliterated by volcanic ashes 
and matter, and then during long periods of time great valleys were scooped out 
in this voleanic matter by the rivers ot the period, and in the centre of the valleys 

oleanoes again burst out, and many of these old cones stand there to this day. 
To endeavour to give you some ides of the vastness of these periods, I have only 
to refer to the Isle of Mull, of Staffa, and many other of the western islands, and 
partly in Skye; they are vast accumulations of volcanic ashes and basaltic lavas of 
miocene age. The whole of Antrim nearly is formed of similar volcanic rocks, and 
if we go north to the Faroe Island they are also formed of masses of miocene vol- 
canic ashes and lavas. If you go to the South of England, to Bovey Tracey, there 
is a marsh, and underneath the peat moss you find miocene strata slightly tilted, 
with beds of lignite, and chese contain a number of plants, of which some are 
identical in species with those of the Swiss miocene beds. And in the Isle of Mule 
in fresh-water strata, preserved between volcanic lavas, are the remains of miocene 
plants, of which some are identical with those found at Bovey Tracey, while others 
show evidence of having grown in asomewhat colder climate, but the general facies 
of the plants is similar to that of Bovey Tracey, and bears a general resemblance to 
those of Switzerland. If we go further north we find thesame kind of plants even 
in Iceland, where nothing in the way of trees, except dwarfed birch trees, now 
grow. And even further north still, faraway on the west side of Greenland, I may 
siy 300 to 500 miles north of the Arctic Circle, there we find similar kinds of plants 
of different species from those found in Switzerland, nevertheless of such kinds 
that it is impossible to explain how they could have grown in such a situation if 
the climate resembled that of the modern world. Thr miocene lake period in 
Switzerland was brought to an end by new disturbances of the strata, yet still that 
great old continent, as a whole, never lost its identity ; and in the heart of these 
disturbed strata, forming the lowlands of Switzerland between the Alpsand the 
Jura, you find that ata later period of time, geologically very recent, great old 
glaciers from the Alps scooped out the modern lakes of Switzerland. There we 
have a new set of lakes occupying the place of those older ones, with a climate not 
very dissimilar. 

Prof. RAMSAY, in concluding the course, briefly summarised the facts of the three 
last lectures, and the conclusions to which they led, and s 1idthat he had endeavoured 
to prove that a long continental epoch extended from the time of the commence- 
ment of the Old Red Sandstone to the close of the New Red Marl. With regard to 
the question of its duration, there is no means of accur itely measuring such time, 
but we may make some sort of estimate of it by noting the gradu ul changes in the

tion, but held with Mr. Darwin that there has been a slow progression of life from 


its first commencement down to the present day. And if this doctrine of modifi- 
| cation of species be true, if there be a long continent il epoch, it is exceedingly un- 
likely that when the land sinks down again the seas that cover it shall be colonised 
| by species identical with those that lived during the deposition of the lower for- 
| mations of which the continent was formed. Take the Upper Silurian rocks and 
the carbeniferous limestone, and a great number of the genera found in the latter 
are identical with those in the Silurian rocks, but there are also many which are 
| not so, and I believe that every species found in the carboniferous limestone is ~ 
| tinct from those of the Silurian. Besides this, we have only a faint shadow o 
marine life in the salt water lakes of the magnesian limestone, where two or t'iree 
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it was searcely recognisable, and this simy ly means th at the lapse of thme that this | 


old continent remained above water was so vast t 1at the old life had disappeared, 
and had changed by modifications into the newer life of the secondary period. And 
when we compare the length of time this old continent stood above the w ater by 
consideration of the changesin the fossils), it probably re prese nts a longer geolo gic aul 
epoch than that represented by all the formations, from the Cambnian to the close 
of the Silurian, as long prob: ibly as the period whic h has elapsed since the com 

mencement of the Lias, and I think that when the subject has been more and mc 
worked we shall find that that continental epoch may y possi ly, or even probably, 
represent one-third ef all known geological time from the Cambrian to the present.

MINERS’ UNIONS, AND THEIR LEADERS. 


In trade associations, as well as in many other affairs, the axiom 
that “Union is Strength” holds good where the objects that called 
it into existence are such as might fairly and legitimately be claimed 
by any individual member composing it. But whena Union isstarted 
for the purpose of raising into prominence idle demagogues, who 
pander to the prejudices of the least intelligent portion of the work- 
ing classes, and endeavour to obtain by sheer force of numbers what 
they could not expect otherwise, then is menaced alike the liberty 
which belongs to the workmen as well as the master, and ignorance 
and intelligence are placed on equal terms. Yet combinations may 
be formed as useful to employer and employed as they canjn exactly 
the opposition direction. Those two phases of combination are shown 
in a very striking manner by the present position and condition of 
two of the best-known colliery bodies in the kingdom—the South 
Yorkshire Miners’ Association, and the Amalgamated Association of 
Miners. The tactics of these two Unions are the exact antipodes of 
each other. One acts for the prevention of strikes, the other ap- 


ears tofoster them by keeping up a strong agitating staff. The | 


eaders of the two associations may also be said to be the opposite 

of each other, those on one side being solid, practical, and argumen- 
tative, whilst the other is headed by a leader whose mental calibre 
is very little, if at all, removed from that of the ordinary collier— 
one who appeals more to the passions than the reasoning powers of 
those whe act by his direction. 

As both associations as well as the leaders have recently occupied 
a@ good deal of public attention, a brief notice of them may pro- 
bably interest, seeing that they wield a power for good or evil, may 
be felt almosc any day in connection with the wages question as 
affecting co'liers. The South Yorkshire Miners’ Association is one 
of the most prosperous societies of working men in the kingdom, 
having upwards of 16,000 members, an: a capital of something like 
30,0007. It holds out great advantages, not only as relates to trade 
purposes, but combines all the benefits obtained from life assur- 
ance, w:th a provision incase of sickness or accident, and when old 
age no longer allows of a member working. The widows and 
orphans are also cared for by a liberal weekly allowance, so that, in 
fact, from the cradle to the coffin the child and then the man is not 
allowed to suffer want from any of the “ills that flesh is heir to.” 
Sunis are granted to various charitable institutions, and forthe pro- 
motion of all schemes calculated in any way to benefit the working 
classes. Indeed, only last Monday the sum of 1000/. was voted to 
the PLimMsoLi Fund by the council. Mr. J. NorMANSELL and Mr. 
P. CasEyY are the secretaries, anil we may say the managers, and to 
their efforts since the formation of the Association in 1858 is its 
present prosperous state mainly,if notentirely,due. They are both 
men of business, combined with sound, practical sense, and are able 
to express their views in terseand forcible language. Their policy, 
as often stated, has been to settle all disputes without ever thinking 
of a strike, and the consequence is that their services are in frequent 
request by colliery owners when the men make demands—as we 
suppose will always be the case —which are not founded on right. 
Such has been their success in that direction that only a week or 
two since by their intervention they brought the strike of the 
Barnsley linen weavers toa close after it had lasted for upwards of 
seven months. Their abilities have also been recognised and appre- 
ciated by their fellow-townsmen, for in the formation of a school 
board in Barnsley Mr. Casey was returned at the head of the poll, 
whilst Mr. NORMANSELL was last year elected a member of the 
Town Council—-a position which they held with credit to themselves 
and advantage to the town they belong to. 

The Amalgamated Association of Miners is a comparatively new 
organisation, the first conference having been held, at Bolton, little 
more than four years ago. So far its objects appear to have been 
entirely aggressive, waging either an open or guerilla war against 
capital, and it may be said that in nearly all places which it has 
visited it generally left traces of wreckage behind. The latest 
scene of devastation was South Wales, where the strike was a sig- 
nal failure, whilst the misery it caused will in many instances never 
be obliterated. In the rules of the Amalgamated special provisions 
are made for strikes, one of the rules stating “ That the objects shall 
be to keep the peace, and to prevent, as far as possible, any undue 
advantage being taken by employers or employed.” Although num- 
bering sume 50,000 or 60,000 members the accumulated capital be- 
fore the struggle in South Wales was only about 5000/., whilst the 
strike cost 34,000/.

devoid of anything in the shape of originality, his speeches being 
mere reiteration of what has been better said by other speakers, 
| whilst on general topics he is quite blank. With very little edu- 
cation or ability he has no lack of ambition, and he has been put 
forward as a candidate at the next election for Merthyr. We may 
say that, in our opinion, it would be far from creditable to the 
working classes were he returned, seeing that there are so many 
| abler men connected with the miners—such as McDoNALp, CRaw- 
FORD, NORMANSELL, Casky, Burt, anda hundred others, to whose 
intelligence it would be an insult to include in the same category 
with that of Mr. HAaLuLipay. 

We may, however, safely infer that Mr. HALLIDAY will not be the 
man for Merthyr, nor for any other constituency where there is any 
number of working men of average intellect. After the president 
of the Amalgamated Association comes the treasurer, Mr. W. PICKARD. 
He is a man in every way superior to his chief, holds a good social 
position, and is a candidate for the representation of Wigan. Mr. 
PICKARD isa good practical man, of business habits, understands what 
he speaks about, and would make a very efficient representative of 
the mining body. Having thus noticed the two great mining associa- 
tions who have their head-qarters in adjoining counties, and the dif- 
ferent policies they pursue, we may say that we should like to see 
the working men of the country represented in Parliament by mem- 
bers of their own class, but we should very much regret to see any 
person sent become the laughing-stock of the House of Commons,or 
the name of a member become synonymous withimbecility. There 
are plenty of really able and intelligent working men, and it is from 
them that the representatives of their class must be chosen to advo- 
cate their interests in Parliament, and such will, we are sure, obtain 
the respect and consideration of the most able and intelligent repre- 
sentative assembly in the world, but which would not be accorded 
to mere demagogues.

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


April 24.—The sudden fall in the tin standard will be a serious 
matter if a recovery is not soon experienced. Things are cut too fine 
as it is at many of our mines to allow of avery prosperous condition 
of affairs at present prices; and, should the standard again drop, as 
it is rumoured it will do ere long, we may anticipate uncomfortable 
news. If either coals or materials were at their normal prices a 
temporary depression might be borne with comparative equanimity ; 
but for tin to go down while they keep up is a stroke which it re- 
requires some fortitude to bear. There are not apparent, however, 
as yet any signs of relief in that quarter; on the contrary, at the 
recent meeting of Trumpet Consols not only the high figure of the 
} coals supplied, but their quality, came under condemnation, and 
| Mr. IHlenry Rogers, the purser, was authorised to import on the mine 
jaccount. That is a step which only a few mines can take, but it is 
astep decidedly in the right direction. Whether just at present 

the coals will be obtainable very much cheaper in this way we may 
doubt; but that the quality can be improved by it we have not the 
least question. As usual, when the standard falls the smelters have 
come in for their share ofthe blame. Why is it that when matters 
are progressing in a fairly satisfactory way no one makes a move ? 
'tis not of the slightest use grumbling when the standard falls if 
that grumbling is not backed up by something like action. Besides, 
| it seems to be forgotten that there is such a thing as delaying a rise 
| as well as expediting a fall; and that such responsibility as is really 
the smelters’ may exist when prices rule high as well as at such times 
jasthe present. The truth is that it is idle to make the smelting firms 
the scapegoats of every fluctuation of the market. The present drep, 
| for example, does not appear to be within their control; but the 
| proper way to meet the grievance that undoubtedly exists—though 
| very few people seem to know how to define it—is for a few prac- 
| tical men, who have capital to invest as well as mines to manage 
and tin to sell, to unite for their mutual good. If they are prepared 
to do this, unquestionably tin mining will profit; if not, it is worse 
than useless to complain. Meanwhile, although it is quite possible 
that the sky may become yet more overcast for a short while, we do 
not anticipate that the depression can be of long duration. 
| The stoppage of Balleswidden Mine, now finally resolved upon, 
| will not, unfortunately, add much to the working strength of the 
| mines in the St. Just district. Since our Jast report another batch 
}of 40 miners has emigrated therefrom. Why should St. Just be 
thus peculiarly denuded of its bone and sinew? There is no other 
mining district in Cornwall that, in proportion to its population, has 
suffered so severely. 

Several of the mines which were started during the furore have 
changed hands lately—some to be stopped, others to be continued 
under different auspices, but a few of these are really very promis- 
ing concerns, and as legitimate subjects for hopeful speculation as 
| ever Cornwall knew. The paper companies were pretty well 
| weeded out long since. 
} The rumour that South Crofty and East Pool have again commu- 
nicated—this time in a deeper level than last—excited a good deal 
| of interest at Redruth and Camborne. It is too early yet to specu-

| sidings belonging to collieries served by the Caledonian have thus 
| become blocked by filled wagons, which the company is unable to 
lift, and the trade has become disorganised. Some of the collieries 
have also been stopped, and we have been informed that if the strike 
continues for another week the city of Glasgow will be destitute of 
| both coal and dross for manufacturing purposes. The present atti- 
tule of the men is that of firm resistance. Quotations of coal and 
dross have not been changed, but the tendency of this unfortunate 
strike will have the effect of enhancing their local value. During 
the week ended yesterday the shipments from the Scotch ports had 
reached a total of 42,390 tons, against 39,067 tons in the same week 
of 1872, 

At a mass meeting of the Airdrie miners, held there at the close 
of last week, anent the obnoxious ‘ special rules.” Mr. McDonald spoke for about 
an hour, and stated that the chief objection to the special rules framed by the 
masters was that by them the burden of keeping up and maintaining the roof of 
working places was put upon the workmen instead of the masters, as was contem- 
plated by the Act itself. He advised the men to hold delegate meetings in every 
district, and appoint delegates to go to London and memorialise Mr. Touse next 
week. Let them go prepared to give the views of the men, and to say that unlese 
the rules werealtered, and framed according to Act of Parliament, they would refuse 
to work, and as a body would lift their “‘ graith” throughout Scotland. He spoke 
further on the subject of co-operation, advising the men to amass money and pur- 
chase a colliery. He would like to see a colliery in every district in the hands of 
the men, and through time they might have the whole of them. Before concluding, 
Mr. Alex. McDonald advised his auditors ‘‘to adhere strictly to the short-time 
movement, as the price of coal was coming down owing to the market being over- 
stocked, and their wages would come down next.” The sate sentiments were re- 
peated at a conference of delegates held here yesterday. Thisis considered singular 
advice, coming from a man like Mr. McDonald, who, a fortnight ago, told the world 
—in reply to the charge that the price of fuel had been seriously enhanced by the 
idleness and selfishness of the working collier—that, owing to “ defective railway 
accommodation, the people of Glasgow had paid during the last two years 2,000,000/. 
more for coal than they ought to have done?” What will the Coal Commission say 
to evidence like this? “Mr. McDonald knows well the connexion between cause 
and effect, and the nexus which connects ‘the short-time movement” with the 
“high price of coal.’ The contro) of the market,in Mr. Alex. McDonald’s opinion, 
{s thus i the hands of the colliers themselves, supposing they ‘adhere strictly” 
to their secretary's advise ; and the story of its being affected by supply and demand, 
or defective railway accommodation, is all fudge. Scarcity of coal produced the 
advance, the miners produced the scarcity by limiting the output, and this is the 
course Mr. McDonald wishes them strictly to adhere to. Work four days a week, 
and eight hours a day, and the diminished supply will renew the famine prices. 
We hope the eyes of the Coal Commissioners will light on this significant sentence, 
and grant to its author a patriot's reward. 

At a meeting of miners’ delegates, held in the Democratic Hall 
yesterday, Mr. McDonald gave an explanation of the special rules in their applica- 
tion to Scotland, and to the counties of Northumberland and Durham. He stated 
that he would soon be in London, when he would endeavour to arrange with the 
Home Secretary to receive a deputation from the various districts in Scotland. At 
his suggestion the conference unanimously resolved that each district would be 
ready to send a representative at any time that should be appointed. A discussion 
followed in reference to the necessity of restricting the output of coals, that the 
wages might be keptup. Ht was unanimously agreed that all the districts in Scot- 
Jand should adopt the eight-hours day on or before May 17, otherwise they will be 
refused work in organised and short-time districts. 

VISIT OF THE DUKE OF SUTHERLAND TO YOUNG’S PARAFFIN 
O11, Works AT ADDIEWELL.—The Duke of Sutherland, Admiral Lord John Hay, 
and a large party, visited Young's Paraffin Oil Works, at Addiewell, on Saturday, 
His Grace was met by the directors of the company, whoaccompanied him through 
the works, and gave him every information as to the various processes carried on 
there. We believe that the object of the visit of his Grace was to obtain informa- 
tion as to how to utilise the shale on his Sutherlandshire estates, with the view of 
making a patent fuel as a substitute for coal. Should his Grace be enabled to carry 
out his present intention, the boon that will be conferred on the working population 
in the North will be very great, more especially in present circumstances, when the 
price of coal is so high. 

GARTCRAIG COAL AND Firr-CLay CoMPANY.—At a meeting held 
at the office of the company it was resolved to pay the shareholders an interim 
dividend of 7% per cent. for the six months during which the company has been 
in existence. 

Economy oF Furi.—A great improvementin the manufacture of 
gas for illuminating purposes, and of oil from shale and other bitu- 
minous substances, is being carried out in the oil works of Messrs, 
Taylor and Co., Leith, in their works at Straiton, near Loanhead, and 
is expected to prove of very great importance in economising fuel, 
and in improving the results of the destructive distiilation of coal, 
shale, &e. We have been favoured with a view of the apparatus, which is patented 
by Messrs. Young and Stephens, of the above-mentioned firm ; it consists of a stack 
of four vertical retorts, so built into a square brickwork chamber that they are en- 
tirely surrounded for their who e height by flues. The retorts havean oval section, 
and are slightly conical ; they are fitted with a hopper mouth at the top, which can 
he closed effectually after the charge of shale has been introduced, and near the 
bottom is the pipe through which the gaseous matters when generated pass to the 
condensers, the draught outwards being much facilitated by a jet of steam intro- 
duced for the purpose. As in the case of the retorts we saw at work the object was 
oil distillation, the gases expelled from the retort were passed through condensers 
to eliminate that material, whilst the uncondensible inflanimable gases were brought 
back again and passed in below the retorts, where there is an arrangement consist- 
ing of a combustion chamber ope ning into the flues; here the spent shale of a pre- 
vious charge receives through it the inflammable gases which, in addition to the 
fixed carbon contained in the spent shale, produces such active combustion below 
and heat around the retorts, that the distillation is carried on with the mast satis- 
factory results. When the operation is commenced (say) on Monday morning, a 
small quantity of coal is necessary to start the fire in the combustion chamber, but 
after that has acted upon the first charge, and it has been allowed to fall into the 
combustion chamber, it goes on without intermission until purposely stopped. B 
this ingenious process we may say that coal is entirely dispensed with, except the 
very small quantity required to light the fire at first ; and as about a fifth of a ton 
of coal is, by the ordinary process, required todistil a ton of shale, it follows that the 
many thousand tons of shale distilled weekly in this district must require an enor- 
mous consumption of coal. This may now be saved, and every manufacturer is 
sure to resort to it; and, besides the economy in pruduction, there is a considerable 
improvement in the quantity and quality of the oil and paraffin obtained. Theap- 
plication of the system to the improved manufacture of illuminating gas is net so 
obvious, but the inventors speak with great confidence upon this point. We, how 
ever, have not seen it in operation for that purpose. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


April 24.—The South Staffordshire Iron Trade continues pretty 
much as last described alike in the pig and finished iron depart- 
ments. Business is steady, though not by any means brisk, orders 
being withheld, in many instances, owing to the high quotations. 
Pig-iron remains on the basis of 8/. 5s. to 87. 10s. for best brands of 
native all-mine, at which rates the leading makers have accepted 
contracts which will absorb their produce for the current quarter. 
The aggregate yield of all-mine iron 1s, however, comparatively 
small, owing to the rapid exhaustion of the ironstone mines in the 
district. The price of hematite ore being almost prohibitory, South 
Staffordshire is principally dependent for its supplies of raw mate- 
rial on the ironstonesof North Staffordshire and the oolites of North- 
amptonshire. Cinder-pig is not in so much request as recently re- 
ported, but the demand is well sustained for mine-pig mixed witha 
modicum of flue cinder, Stocks of pig-iron throughout the district 
are low, and the aggregate production is not by any means adequate 
to the local requirements. There does not seem much prospect of 
an early increase in the yield, although out of 163 furnaces in the 
district not more than 94 are in blast. The great cost of fuel and ore, 
together with the state of the labour market, discourages enterprise 
in this direction. The price of finished iron remains on the basis of 
147.,15/., and 167. per ton respectively for common, medium, and 
best bars. Sheets are at 19/. for common and 22/, for best singles, 
with the usual extras for doubles and lattens. Charcoal-iron is firm 
at the advance of 3/. on bars and 5/. on sheets, announced a few days 
since by Messrs. Bradley and Co. (Mr. W. Orme Foster), of Stour- 
bridge. Strips are in request for local manufacturing purposes, the 
tube makers ahd locksmiths being prominent customers. The de- 
mand for hoops, rods, and angles is quieter, orders being for the 
most part restricted to actual requirementsof consumers. The iron 
merchantsin Birmingham and the district are ordering very sparingly. 

The Coal Trade of South Staffordshire is in steadily sustained ac- 
tivity, although, perhaps, the demand is less buoyant than described 
last week. Prices remain on the basis of 17s. 6d., 19s., and 22s. per 
ton for Cannock Chase coal, with proportionate rates for the Thick 
coal of the Dudley district. Messrs. Dixon, Amphlett, and Co., of 
Tipton, encouraged by the present condition of the coal trade, are re- 
opening on the Shrubbery estate a number of collieries which have 
been closed for more than 30 years.
